The  Felnrnary  eofonty  eenrt  day 

witnessed  one  of  the  largest  crowds 
that  has  been  seen  here  on  a.  county 
court  day  this  winter.

None  too  eaily  to  hegin  the  cam- 
paign against  the  lice  and  mites.  Be- 
gin now  and  avoid  the  rush — that  is. 
the  inrush  of  the  pest  during  the  som- 
mer  time. 

Well-fllled  Is  not  always  well-fed. 
The  hen  will  crowd  its  crop  full  of 
corn,  and  will  put  on  fat.  but  will  lay 
few  eggs.  To  be  well-fed  means  more 
than  just  plenty  of  it.  It  means  those 
kinds  of  food  which  will  go  to  make 


The  fanner  may  get  along  wittovt 
keeping  a  diary,  hnt  he  Ought  not  to 
try  to  run  the  farm  wlthoat  keeping 
some  kind  of  acooonts,  as  to  oatgo 
and  income.  Too  many  farmers  are  do- 
int  ^r«>>*>«»  bf  gnisawoA  aad  aot 
by  facts. 

The  hen  cackles  because  she  has 
Bomethlng  to  advertise,  and  when  she 
has  properly  announced  the  arrival  of 
the  new  invoice  of  goods,  she  gets 
busy  to  do  another  day's  business  for 
the  farmer.  What  would  the  farm  be 
without  the  business  hen? 

Do  you  know  which  crops  netted 
yon  a  mnflt  last  year  and  how  much? 
Do  yon  know  what  animals  you  fed 

and  made  money  on?  Of  course  you 
don't  If  you  kept  no  accounts  or  rec- 
ords. Quit  such  reckless  methods.  Do 
your   farming   as   the   busbieee  flUm 

conducts  his  business. 

Some  poultrymen  say:  "Don't  allow 
the  flock  to  go  out  when  there  Is  snow 
on  the  ground."  This  is  a  mistake. 
Let  the  hens  be  the  Judge  as  to  when 
they  will  go  out  and  take  the  air.  Open 
up  the  slide  every  bright  day  that  Is 
not  too  oold  or  iflndy.  and  the  hens 
will  go  Oat  on  the  snow  and  will  go 
back  in  when  eomflitt  tt. 


It  would  be  a  first-rate  plan  during 
the  leisure  of  the  winter  days  to  make 
an  inventory  of  all  you  have  on  the 
farm— buildings,  equipment,  machin- 
ery and  stock.  Know  what  you  have. 
Plan  how  best  to  work  the  farm,  and 
use  the  machinery,  and  you  will  find 
that  there  wUl  be  a  larger  margin 
between  expeadltnrea  and  leeelpts 
than  ever  before. 

Pennsylvania  must  have  some  aw- 
fully good  and  awfully  ])oor  cows,  for 
the  average  annual  production  per 
cow  of  the  state,  according  to  the 
dairy  officials  of  the  state  experiment 
station.  Is  160  pounds  of  butter  fat 
worth  $48.  These  figures  mean  that 
while  there  are  good  cows  which  are 
returning  a  proHt.  tliere  are  also  very 
many  very  poor  ones  which  are  be- 
ing maintained  at  an  absolnte  loss. 

Try  growing  calla  lilies  this  way.

Then  there  is 
an  abundance  of  cold  water  ai^d.  cold 
air,  both  Of  which  are  ve^  aMMsarr 
tn  the  keeHbg  of  ItfcAaMfi^  JLft^ 
the  SBOw  oooMs  it«4a  btf  oaed  in  the 
water  in  which  the  milk  cans  are  sub- 
f»erged.  The  milk  should  be  quickly

Maay  make  the  ^stfUca  of  cooling  tbe 
milk'  to  alxiut  6(J,  when  It  could  Just 
as  weil  be  cooled  to  40  and  below, 
immediately  after  milking,  the  milk, 
whefe  hot  separated,  should  be  cooled' 
to  ^  point  ,w,^ere  tte  lactic  jacid  for- 
meats  cui  dey^op,  hot  slowlif.

Keep  tbe  seed  com  dry.  Freesing 
will  not  hart  it  if  tt  is  entirely  free 
from  moisture. 

Be  sure  the  colts  get  exercise  dnr^ 
ing  the  winter.  Give  them  a  m  oat' 
side  every  nice  day. 

In  raising  colts  remember  that  false 
economy  daring  the  first  year  or  two 
will  cost  you  dearly  later. 

Getting  angry  does  not  help  things. 
It  only  complicates  matters  and 
plunges  one  into  a  series  of  difficulties. 

Time  to  mate  up  ttie  breeding  pens. 
The  rooster  ought  to-be  with  the  flock 
several  weeks  before  astef  the  ^ss 
for  setting. 

Air-slaked  lime  sprinkled  around  the 
cracks  and  crevices  of  the  hen  house 
make  it  a  very  uncomfortable  lodging 
house  for  lice  and  mites. 

No  matter  what  kind  of  stock  a 
farmer  Is  handling  kindness  always 
pays.  Even  pigs  have  feelings,  and 
appreciate  kind  treatmenL 

Some  hens,  like  some  people,  will 
shlriE  duty  when  they  get  a  chance. 
Weed  ont  all  tbe  star  boarders.  Ke^ 
the  bnalness-Iike  bea  and  vse  her  to 

breed  from. 

The  quick-tempered  man  who  loses 
his  head  when  handling  a  horse  Is  the 
man  who  generally  has  a  horse  that 
gets  spells,  too.  Like  owner,  like 
beast  to  a  great  extent 

To  make  the  cellar  a  good  cold 
storage  place  open  at  night  except  dur- 
ing the  severest  weather,  and  close 
it  during  the  day.  Keep  fruit  cool, 
but  do  not  let  it  freese.  Sort  the 
apples  frequently. 

To  some  farmers  ventilatfcm  and 
draught  are  synonyxnons  terms.  One 
means  fresh  air  ftn*  tfe  stodc  with- 
out injury,  and  the  other  means  flmh 
air  with  a  drawback  of  discomfort  and 
colds  which  is  ruinous. 

Hare  an  extra  rope  with  a  snap 
on  one  end  hanging  up  in  the  rear 
of  the  horses'  stalls,  so  that  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  untie  the  rope  from 
the  manger  every  time  you  want  to 
lead  a  borse  ovt  trf  tbe  barn. 

Here  is  how  some  folks  keep  sweet 
potatoes  throogh  the  winter  success- 
fully: They  wrap  ^h  potato  sep- 
arately in  newspap^  and  plaoa  la  a 
barrel  Uned  with  aewspapers  ontll 
the  barrel  is  full,  when  it  is  well  cov- 
ered and  kept  in  a  warm,  dry  room. 

The  horse  Is  no  better  than  the  feet 
he  stands  on.  For  this  reason  look  at 
the  hoofs  of  the  stallion  you  propose 
to  use.  If  they  are  flat  and  other- 
wise defective  have  a  care,  for  the 
chances  are  ten  to  one  that  the  colt 
you  get  from  him  will  have  the  same 
undesirable  goatttioB. 

More  than  ever  do  the  bekn  need 
something  in  the  way  of  green  food. 
Now  that  you  cannot  give  them  tbe 
trimmings  from  the  garden  provide 
clover  meal  scalded  and  then  dbcried 
before  feeding.  Also  give  them  a 
carrot,  beet  or  tnmip  to  pick  at.  A 
good  way  to  manage  the  vegetables  is 
to  hang  by  a  string  from  the  ceil- 
ing, just  high  enough  so  they  will  have 
to  jump  for  thehi. 

Various  remedies  exist  for  the  treat- 
ment of  scours  in  calves.  One  or  two 
raw  eggs  broken  into  a  calTs  mouth 
have  cured  such  cases.  The  feeding 
of  dried  blood  in  small  qaantities,  eith- 
f  r  in  the  mUk  or  in  the  com  feed,  is 
a  good  remedy  when  the  bowels  be- 
come too  loose.  The  feeding  of  kafir- 
com,  either  in  the  chopped  heads  or 
meal,  is  a  good  grain  for  feeding 
while  the  calves  are  drinking  milk. 
Kaflr-corn  has  a  constipating  effect 
which  offsets  the  laxative  teadenoy  of 
the  skim  milk. 

Water  the  horse  before,  not  after 
feeding.  There  is  a  popular  idea  that 
a  warm  horse  should  not  be  allowed 
to  drink,  and,  va)ike  a  great  many 
other  popular  ideas,  tbwe  is  a  little 
troth  in  it.  If  yon  water  a  warm 
horse  in  the  ordinaxy  way,  letting  him 
drihk  all  that  he  will,  you  are  likely 
to  have  a  foundered  horse  on  yotir 
hands.  This  Is  especially  so  if.  at  the 
time,  the  horse  Is  fatigued.  Neverthe- 
less, It  is  always  safe  to  allow  him 
from  six  to  ten  swallows,  no  matter 
how  warm  he  is.  If  this  be  given  on 
going  into  the  stahle  and  he  be  al- 
lowed to  stand  and  eat  hay  for  an 
hour,  and  is  then  offered  water,  he 
wiU  not  drink  nearly  so  much  as  he 
woaU  ba«  mm

But  for  the  most  part  it  was  just 
that  little  puff  -popping,  and  Maxim 
said  most  of  the  noise  came  from  the 
impact  of  the  bullets  against  the 
Band  in  the  target 

It  was  the  first  public  demonstration 
which  the  inventor  has  given  of  the 
silent  gun,  which,  with  smokeless 
powder.  lesTes  the  marksman  inaud- 
lUe  «s  well  as  inTisIble.  He  lield  It 
in  the  ofllees  of  his  attorneys,  and  in 
the  next  room  a  typewriter  kept 
pounding  keys  Just  In  line  with  the 
course  of  the  bullets.  But  Maxim's 
target  did  not  let  any  of  them  pass. 

The  guns  which  he  used  ranged  all 
the  way  from  the  little  .22  repeating 
rifle  to  the  new  .30  army  weapons, 
and  took  in  the  high  power  Mnmn 
and  Mannlichers. 

The  silencer  is  a  littto  Mack^be 
which  screws  cm  at  the  mnsile  of  the 
gna  and  lias  about  twice  the  diameter 
of  the  barrel.  The  slae  and  weight 
^ry  according  to  the  caliber  and 
power  of  the  arm.  For  a  .22  caliber 
rifle  the  tube  is  about  four  Inches 
long  and  less  than  an  inch  and  a  half 
in  diameter.  For  a  .30  rifle  the  si- 
lencer is  two  inches  longer,  but  has 
the  same  diameter.  The  wwight  is 
from  six  to  nino  ounces. 

First  Maxim  snapped  his  little  re- 
peating rifle  at  the  target  without 
the  tube  on  the  end.  The  noise  wasn't 
pleasant  to  hear.  Then  he  pat  on  a 
sUmer.  The  listener  heard  the  |iam- 
mer  come  hard  against  the  cartridge, 
he  saw  a  little  puff,  and  that  was  all. 
Maxim  tried  short  and  long  rifle  cart- 
ridges, and  the  mrise  was  nst  appre- 
ciably different. 

Then  he  worked  up  to  high  power 
guns.  He  let  a  .30  rifle  go  without  the 
little  black  tube  on  the  end.  and  after 
that  everybody  held  his  ears  when 
time  came  for  a  shot  without  the 
silencer.  With  it  in  place,  the  noise 
was  just  the  same  af  a  diampagne 
bottle  popping. 

Finally  he  picked  op  a  United  States 
army  rifle,  which  he  described  as  the 
best  In  file  world.  The  bullet  has  an 
^Initial  Tekieity  of  about  2.700  feet  a 
^  second,  and  when  one  hears  it  started 
on  Its  course  under  normal  conditions 
the  impact  upon  the  eardrum  is  se- 
vere. Yet  with  that  little  black  tube 
In  place  the  sound  Is  scarcely  audible. 

The  theory  upon  which  the  silencer 
works  Maxim  described  as  being  iden* 
tical  with  that  of  the  nggstlTO  tarbine. 
The  gunpowder  gases,  as  sooa  as  they 
enter  the  silencer  from  the  barrel  of 
Ihe  gim.  meet  the  s^ral  Cambers  In 
the  foterlor  of  the  tabe  sod  are  set 
to  whirling.  The  teadoicy  of  whirling 
bodies  is  to  fly  out  from  the  center, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  only  means  of 
exit  from  the  silencer  is  near  the  cen- 
ter the  gases  are  unable  to  esoapo  aa- 
til  they  have  slowed  down.

GOODS  PRICED  BELOW  COST 


Articles  of  Standard  Value  Frequently 
'    Sold  at  Cost  to  Create  False  Im- 
prssslew  of  Cheapness— Un- 
thinking People  VioUms. 


The  theory  npon  which  a  great 
number  of  mail  order  concerns  pro- 
ceed is  to  select  a  certain  number  of 
artiples.  those  of  standard  valiu's  and 
well-known,  and  mark  them  down  to 
wholesale  prices  or  lower.  This  ia 
for  the  purpose  of  "baiLiug."  as  well 
as  to  give  the  impression  that  regular 
dealers  are  selling  goods  at  prices 
too  high.  On  many  widely  advertised 
goods  which  are  in  constant  demand 
the  mall  order  house  advertises  prices 
much  lower  than  the  actual  cost  of 
the  goods  to  the  honse.  This  is  done 
with  a  view  at  catching  customers, 
killing  off  the  tnide  of  local  dealers, 
and  with  hopes  of  selling  other  goods 
at  enormous  profits.  Then  the  ad- 
vertising part  of  the  deal  is  of  some 
value. 

People  like  to  buy  goods  at  the 
lowest  possible  cost.  They  got  im-  i 
pressions  of  low  prices  from  compari-  : 
son  of  goods  of  which  they  know  the 
selling  price.  If  a  certain  rifle  is  al- 
ways sold  in  the  gunstores  at  $14  and 
the  catalogue  house  sells  the  same  at 
111,  the  average  man  realizes  that  he 
is  getting  a  bargain,  even  though  the 
ooAcem  mAy  lose  a  half  dollar  in  the 
tnnisaction.  Bat  the  man  Is  also  im- 
pressed with  the  idea  that  prices  are 
Just  as  low  on  other  goods  of  which 
he  has  little  information  as  to  values. 
It  Is  knowing  this  fact  that  causes 
the  mail-order  houses  to  resort  to 
this  trick.  Then  there  Is  difference  in 
quality  of  goods.  In  the  different 
lines  there  are  different  grades.  It  is 
not  long  ago  that  a  United  States 
district  court  grand  jury  returned  an 
Indictment  against  a  large  mall-order 
house  (m  three  different  chi|rges  of 
fraud.  In  each  case  there  was  mis 
represMitation.  One  ot  the  duurges 
was  that  "pare  white  lead"  paint,  sup- 
posed to  be  manufactured  by  the  con- 
cern, did  not  contain  a  trace  of  white 
lead,  and  was  manufactured  by  con- 
tract by  another  concern.  The  other 
charge  was  that  jewelry  was  mi.srep- 
resented.  In  the  matter  of  jewelry 
there  is  great  chance  for  fraud.  That 
which  is  called  solid  gold  may  be  not 
over  one-tenth  gold,  a  little  better 
than  brass.  Gold  always  has  a  cer- 
tain value.  Whether  it  is  in  Jewelry 
or  in  a  coin  oi  the  realm,  the  value 
Is  Jast  the  same.  Its  parity  and 
weliiht  Is  what  eoants.  It  Is  carious 
how  Intelligent  people  who  know  of 
ue  fixed  value  of  gold  will  take  the 
word  of  a  mail-order  schemer  as  to 
quality,  when  the  article  is  sold  at  a 
less  price  than  the  metal  which  It  is 
claimed  is  represented  in  it  can  be 
boutrhr  for  in  the  markets. 

Low  prices  are  generally  quoted 
upon  goods  which  the  average  people 
understand,  and  are  acquainted  with, 
and  the  loss  Is  made  up  on  the  classes 
of  goods  which  allow  the  practice  of 
deception,  of  the  value  of  which  the 
people  little  luiow.  People  who  patron- 
ise mall-order  c<mGerBS  should  onder- 
stand  that..  In  tttB-  inajorltr  ot  cases 
they  are  pairing  more  than  they  would 
be  compelled  to  pay  if  they  made 
their  purchases  at  home.  Then  there 
Is  involved  the  principle  of  sending 
money  away  from  the  neighborhood 
where  It  is  earned. 

If  the  people  who  patronize  mall- 
order  houses  would  only  buy  such 
goods  as  they  know  are  priced  below 
cost  to  the  concern,  the  mall-order 
houses  could  not  continue  in  business 
a  year.  Bat  these  concerns  know  that 
Mr.-  Bamnm  was  aboot  rig^t  when  he 
said  that  the  "American  people  Hke 
to  be  hamhugged.**  They  transact 
their  business  accordingly.  The  home 
merchant  must  go  ahead  on  a  differ- 
ent basis.  He  depends  upon  his  repu- 
tation for  square  dealing.  He  knows 
that  he  must  be  honest,  whether  he  is 
Inclined  to  be  or  not,  or  that  he  will 
boon  be  compelled  to  get  out  of  busi- 
ness for  lack  of  i)atronage.  The  mail- 
order concerns  look  for  a  new  crop 
of  "suckers"  every  year,  and  they  find 
more  or  less  of  a  crop.

Economy  In  Home  Trade. 
In  an  address  made  some  years  ago 
before  congress  the  late  Thomas  R. 
Reed  said:  "Which  is  it  better  for 
the  farmer  to  do — send  his  supplies  a 
thousand  miles  to  the  seacoast,  3,000 
miles  across  the  water  and  sell  it  to 
the  mechanic  who  gets  less  wages,  or 
sell  it  right  here  at  home  to  the  me- 
chanic wlio  gets  more  wages?"  Reed's 
logic  Is  sodnd,  bat  he  might  have  gone 
a  little  farther,  and  shown  the  farmer 
how  Important  it  to  to  have  the  home 
market  right  at  bis  door;  how  by  the 
building  up  of  the  commercial  and 
manufacturing  Importance.,  of  his 
home  town,  he  widens  the  market  for 
his  products,  and  that  the  livelier 
and  better  the  home  place  can  be 
made,  the  better  will  be  the  prices  he 
will  receive  for  his  products. 


Demand  Home-Made  Goods. 
One  western  state  that  is  giving 
a  wholesome  example  to  other  states 
in  the  matter  of  patronage  of  home 
industries  is  Colorado.  A  movement 
has  been  well  started  for  a  campaign 
in  behalf  of  Cotorhdo  msn^fartnred 
goods.  9wm.  tts  Mg  dspartment 
stores  in  DeaTsr,  FimUo  and  otter 
cities  «f  the  state  adTBrtiM  CMorado 
made  goods,  and  extol  their  mMits. 
Colorado  people  are  becoming  such 
advocates  of  home  trade  as  to  ask  for 
articles  manufactured  in  their  state, 
and  refuse  to  take  substttntss 
(aotored  alsewhara. 


Theee  Who  Died  In  Bsttle  of  New 

Orleans  Now  Lost  Forever  to 
Country    for  Which 
They  Fought. 

New  Orleans.  L.a. — Although  diligent 
search  Is  being  made  here,  under  the 
direction  of  the  war  department,  for 
the  graves  of  soldiers  who,  under  Gen. 
Andrew  Jackson,  won  the  great  battle 
of  New  Orleans,  little  success  has 
crowned  the  effort. 

The  records  of  the  department  show 
that  in  the  fights  of  December  2S  and 
28.  1S14.  and  January  1  and  6,  .  1816, 
there  were  56  killed,  186  wounded  and 
93  missing  on  the  American  side. 
Many  of  the  dead  are  supposed  to  be 
In  the  National  cemetery  at  Chal- 
mette,  where  a  monument  marks  the 
site  of  the  famous  victory,  but  the 
names  of  the  dead  are  for  the  most 
part  unknown,  and  the  search  has  not 
revealed  the  Identity  of  any  burled 
there. 

Across  the  river  from  the  cemetery 
liave  been  found  12  graves.  They  lie 
near  a  clump  of  pecan  trees,  about  200 
feet  from  the  levee  and  about  200  feet 
from  the  old  fortiflcationa.  Tradition 
says  that  the  men  belonged  to  the 
Fifty-fourth  infantry  and  ttiat  the 
bodies  were  taken  acrosa  the  river  and 
burled  thwe  by  nliariaes. ,  The  sravea 
have  no  hec^stones. 

In  Old  St.  Louis  cemetery.  No.  1. 
are  three  graves  situated  near  the 
rear  wall.  They  bear  Inscriptions  in- 
dicating that  Oliver  Parmlee  of  New 
England,  Asabel  Brunson  of  Halifax 
county,  N.  C;  and  William  P.  Canby, 
midshipman  In  the  United  States  navy, 
all  of  whom  fell  in  the  l>attle  of  New 
Orleans,  are  buried  there. 

Three  of  the  soldiers  are  said  to 
have  been  taken  to  Opeloasas,  La.,  and 
buried  in  the  Catholic  cemetery  thme. 
but  no  record  of  their  intefment  has 
been  fQjmd  by  the  department 

Jn  St  Louis  cemetery,  No.  2,  is  the 
grave  of  Dominique  You,  one  of  the 
pirate  Lafitte's  men,  who  took  part  in 
the  battle.  In  the  same  cemetery  is 
the  grave  of  Ursin  J^ederic,  also  a 
victim  of  the  English. 

These  few  graves  are  all  that  have 
been  located  of  the  55  that  should 
conttAn  the  known  dead.  Where  oth- 
ers are  seems  likely  to  remain  as 
much  of  a  mystery  to  the  war  departr 
ment  as  it  has  to  the  local  hlstcHlans 
for  two  or  three  genentiona. 


WILLS  PROPERTY  TO  FRIENDS. 


As  RssuR' Whole  City  Rushes  to  Get

New  Bedford,  Mass. — Everybody  In 
New  Bedford  who  knew  Mrs.  Ijaura  F.

RAILROAD  HEAD  AS  MAIL  CLERK. 


President  of   Michigan   Central  Still 
Draws  Salary  from  Oe^emmenL 

Washington. — ^The  surprising  infor- 
mation that  Henry  B.  Ledyard.  presi- 
dent of  the  Michigan  Central  railway, 
for  23  years  has  been  carried  upon  the 
rolls  of  the  post  office  department  as 
mail  messenger  at  a  salary  of  ILOOO 
per  year,  was  divolgod  to  the  boose  of 
representatives  the  other  day  by  Rep- 
resentanve  Mardodi  ot  Kaasas. 

It  appears  that  the -If Ichlgan  Central 
railroad  many  years  ago  applied  to 
both  Canada  and  the  United  States  for 
reimbursement  for  carrying  the  mails 
over  a  stretch  of  railroad  across  the 
Niagara  river,  which  stretch  consists 
of  the  expensive  bridge  which  the  rail- 
road maintains  there  and  over  which 
It  had  not  been  able  to  collect  mall- 
carrying-  charges  from  either  country, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  It  was  practical- 
ly the  boundary  line  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  Canada. 

The  United  States  eventaaUy  made 
an  arrangement  whereby  the  president 
of  the  road  was  appointed  maU  mes- 
senger WMA  the  road  was  by  tUs  means 
given  m<mey  saffioient  to  recompense 
It  for  the  continoal  carrying  of  the 
United  States  malls  between  the  edge 
of  the  Niagara  river  and  Its  center, 
which  Is  the  literal  boundary  line. 

The  mail  contracts,  according  to  law, 
could  provide  for  the  transportation  of 
mail  only  to  the  bank  of  the  river.  It 
Is  asserted  that  President  Ledyard  is 
Still  drawing  his  mail  clerk's  salary.

PRIZE  AND  PREMIUM  WAKWM, 


•alt  Held  Out  to  Catch  the  Trade  ef 
•  the  Unsophisticated. 

Prize  and  premium  offering  are 
methods  that  are  resorted  to  by  some 
concerns  that  seek  to  do  busing 
throat  the  mails  with  people  resid- 
ing la  agrieoltaral  districts.  The  wise 
peoide  will  never  be  caught  on  this 
gasM.  All  classes  and  kinds  of  goods 
have  a  real  value,  and  are  worth  so 
much  In  the  markets  of  the  world. 
The  farmer  who  has  1.000  bushels  of 
wheat  to  sell  knows  that  his  goods 
have  a  fixed  value  dependent  upon  the 
market  prices.  It  would  be  fooli-sh  for 
him  to  offer  to  the  buyer  as  an  in- 
ducement a  few  head  of  cattle,  a  bar* 
rel  of  cider  or  a  slab  of  bacon  in  order 
to  induce  him  to  buy.  Tet  these  very 
farmers  will  blto  at  a  proposition 
which  Is  IdMitlcally  the  same  ia  pria- 
ciple.  Tbe  nmaafscturer  of  woe^  of- 
fers tea  dollars'  worth  of  soap  and  to 
the  buyers  give  a  piece  of  f urnltare  ef 
the  value  of  ton  dollars.  Is  this  a  fair 
business  deal?  Can  the  manufacturer 
afford  to  do  it  If  his  goods  are  stand- 
ard? He  may  say  that  by  selling  di- 
rect "to  the  consumer,  and  cutting 
out  middlemen's  profits,"  he  can  afford 
to  do  so.  But  this  is  a  He,  a  flimsy 
excuse,  and  is  not  in  accordance  with 
sound  business  principles.  There 
must  be  a  profit  for  the  manufacturer 
or  he  will  falL  He  does  make  a  profit. 
He  even  makes  a  larger  proOt  than 
the  average  dealer  ia  goods  of  his 
Uad.  Ia  the  Erst  place  he  sells  the 
cheapest  kind  of  article,  even  though 
it  may  loc*  nice  and  be  highly  per- 
fumed. In  the  second  place  he  gives 
light  weight  and  gets  the  highest 
price.  The  value  of  the  premium 
given  is  always  misrepresented,  ex- 
aggerated, and  that  which  is  supposed 
to  be  worth  ten  dollars  Is  not 
worth  four  dollars,  and  for  the 
latter  amount  can  be  purchased 
from  any  respectable  dealer.  The 
premium  Is  never  free.  It  must 
be  paid  for  and  It  Is  the  one  who 
receives  it  that  generally  pays  for  it 
Mrs.  Jones  would  wonder  if  Grocer 
Brown  would  aak  that  she  give  half  a 
pound  ot  fsatbers  with  every  dosen 
eggs  he  bom  of  her.

Local  Dealer  Sometimes  to  Blame. 

Thousands  of  dollars  go  out  of  Jef- 
ferson county  each  year  in  connection 
with  the  mail  order  business,  to  the 
loss  of  the  local  dealers  and  manu- 
facturers. It  does  not  help  very  much 
to  appeal  on  the  ground  of  patriot- 
Ism  to  those  people  who  buy  of  outside 
dealers,  as  parchasm  go  where  they 
think  they  can  find  the  best  bargains. 
Every  oae  most  reeogaise  the  fact 
that  the  local  dealer  cannot  prosper 
without  local  trade,  bat  there  are  a 
lot  of  people  who  fall  to  govern  tihem- 
sehrss  accordingly.  Orders  for  goods 
are  sent  to  Syracuse  or  New  York  or 
Chicago  which  could  have  been  as 
cheaply  bought  in  Watertown,  but  this 
is  frequently  the  local  dealer's  fault. 
The  great  success  of  the  big  mail  or- 
der houses  has  been  built  up  almost 
wholly  by  advertising.  Fortunes  are 
spent  in  letting  the  people  of  the  coun- 
try know  what  they  have  to  sell.  Lib- 
eral space  ia  the  newspapers  and  mag- 
azines is  used  to  exploit  the  mail  or- 
der business  In  addition  to  the  cata> 
logues  issued.  These  are  the  avenaes 
through  which  the  houses  draw  a 
large  psirt  of  their  bastaesa.

He  was  for 
a  time  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of 
Tennessee,  and  was  appointed  by 
President  Cleveland  assistant  attor- 
ney general  of  the  United  States, 
serving  under  Attorney  General  Hai^ 
mon. 

Mr.  Dickinson  was  select^  by 
President  Roosevelt  to  present  the 

argument  of  the  United  States  befor^ 
the*  joint  highi  coqmiission  which  ad- 
justed the  Alaskan  boundary  dispute 
between  this  country  and  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  his  presentP.tlon  of  this  case 
won  for  him  an  international  reputa- 
tion. 

The  new  war  secretary  became  gen- 
eral counsel  for  tf.f  Illinois  Central 
system  under  the  presidency  of  Stuy- 
vesant  Fish,  and  it  is  said  that  in  the 
subsequent  controversy  between  Fish 
and  Harrlrian  he  v.-as  strongly  on  the 
side  of  Mr.  Fish.  It  is  also  asserted 
that  his  retention  by  Mr.  Harriman 
was  entirely  a  recognition  of  his  abil- 
ities not  only  as  a  legal  adviser,  but 
as  an  administrator.

Windsor,  Conn.— A  booby  hut  sleigh, 
so-called  in  the  days  when  Yankees 
"(»nsidered  it  effeminate  for  a  man  to 
ride  In  a  covered  carriage,  has  just 
been  presented  to  the  p:ilsworth  house, 
the  home  of  the  Connecticut  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution.  The 
sleigh,  which  is  said  to  be  conaldera- 
bly  over  a  hundred  years  old,  was  for 
many  generations  the  pn^Mrty  of  the 
Aisop  family  of  Mlddletown,  Oonn., 
and  so  ^  as  is  known  is  the  only  one 
of  its  kind  in  existonce  in  New  Eng 
land. 

It  is  a  covered  sleigh,  with  a  cab 
Mke  that  of  the  modern  automobile, 
and  the  driver's  seat  in  front  behind 
a  high  dashboard.  Heavy  straps  in 
front  and  i)ack  are  used  to  suspend  the 
cab. 

Tho  sleigh  Is  built  of  heavy  oak. 
with  iron  reinforcements.  The  run- 
ners, which  are  about  three  inches 
wide,  end  abruptly  near  the  rear  of  the 
cab.  The  interior  of  the  cab  la  up- 
holstered with  a  fabric  of  white  with  a 
^lue  figure.  In  the  back  of  the  cab. 
near  the  top,  is.  a  window  with  an  ad- 
justable shade.'

Wnm  the 
natave  of  tiae  case,  aot  ■aajof'aair 
names  ase  known.  Among  thaae  who 
enlisted  in  smr  revolutioaaqr  army 
were  Debooah  Sampson.  Elizabeth 
Canning  and  Molly  Macauler,  and  the 
last-named  w»n  the  grade  of  «ergcanL 
before  being  discovered,  it  has  been 
estlaiatt'd  that  during  our  civL!  war  no 
less  than  400  women  contrived  by 
some  means  or  other  to  enlist  as  s>ol- 
diers.  The  must  recent  instaaiee  of 
figliting  women  was  in  the  Transvaal 
war  when  manjia  burgher's  wiie  han- 
iled  a  weapon  at  liis  side  and  many 
were  taken  prisoners,  some  of  them 
beiag  dressed  as  mea.  It  ia  ^aite 
coBUioa  for  the  ti^yal  woom  sf .  Bo- 
rope  te-day  to  hoBI  honoraiy  aaamia- 
siittis,  generally  am  eohmela,  aai  at 
though  not  expected  to  take  command 
in  tisK  of  actual  in&r,  they  do  mear 
their  uniforms  and  ride  with  tliiir 
troops  on  occasion*  i)f  ceremony. 

But,  after  all.  tht^  true  story  of 
women  in  armies  relackes  to  their  pari 
in  providiu.i,'  and  cariiig  for  the  light- 
ers. The  present  elahosate  organise 
tion  of  armies  is  of  comparatirely  re- 
cent growti,  and  coitginaUy  the 
greater  part  cf  the  cooking  and  of  the 
nursing  of  soldiers  was  flaae  by  tiieir 
hardy  fennde  ntotiyes.  lAa  were  as 
well  able  sa  themselves  to  tear  tte 
fatigues  of  tbm  campaign.  Jt  is  al- 
ways easier  to  procure  a  mew  soldier 
than  it  is  to  cure  one  who  Is  ^tk  or 
wounded,  and  the  himiane  me^iral 
corps,  as  one  of  tike  departnaenti;  of 
an  army,  was  a  growth  of  t*e  ivi 
century.  During  the  iciddle  age*  th^ 
care  of  the  sick  was  largely  left,  ta 
the  great  catholic  order  of  kni^^y 
and  the  orders  of  sisters  who  Wttv 
afDliated  with  them.  On  iMflaMul 
of  Europe  to-day,  eltlnnih  a^Jaxge 
majority  of  army  nurses  are  mmK  yet 
in  most  eonntrfes  thm^  are  a  9em 
sisters  of  caOKriie  orders  who  not  «^ 
oontfiiue  to  follow  the  troops  -la  lime 
of  war.  but  who  serve  aa  head  nurses 
in  large  army  hoi^pMais  la  time  of 
peaoa. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  last  ei*- 
tnry  the  idea  nf  srstaaianL  tnlaiag 
in  the  princivlaB  and  practiee  of  eax^ 
ing  for  the  sick  had  iU  origin  ia  Gei^ 
many,  where  one  of  the  earlier  sta- 
dents  of  the  art  was  Florence  Night- 
ingale. Like  untold  thousands  of 
women  before  her,  she  went  forth 
to  the  great  battle  with  death  la  tke 
hospitals,  taking  with  her  to  tte 
Crimea  38  women,  of  whom  18  were 
sisters  of  catholic  or  protestaat  or- 
ders. Other  Attrses  ioinfd  her  lalaE. 
This  war  cava  a  .gvsat  mtaOm  m 


the  idea  of  training  nurses,  and  ft 
ultimately  led  to  the  introduction  into 
the  British  army  at  a  regular  corps  of 
woasBa  anrses.    These  "sisters,"  as 
tbsor  are  called,  are  ot  coarse  grad- 
natea  of  feo^tal  traintaig  schools  and 
their  work  nnaslite  osawatlslly  iajtha 
super  TisioB  off  tlie  nnrsiBg  ia  large 
hospitals  where  the  detaila  ale  car- 
ried out  by  men  enlisted  for  the  pur- 
pose.   In  some  respects  the  English 
system  is  well  organized,  as  the  rules 
are  explicit  regarding  increase  of  pay 
with  length  of  service,  with  provi'^ion 
for  retirement  and  pensions.  Tiie  most 
important  post  in  this  service  is  that 
of  woman  superintendent  ol  Netley 
hospital,  there  being  no  woman  at  the 
head  of  all  the  nurses.   There  exists 
iad^endoit  Indian  nursing 
ef  aeeolar  «*sisters." 
Ai  the  ootiweak  of   the  South 
African  war  the  number  of  English 
sisters  wss  Hxed  at  79;  of  whom  63 
were  employed  In  the  British  isles 
£nd  16  at  Gibraltar.  Malta  and  Egypt. 
In  addition  to  this  small  number  pro- 
vided for  peace  times  there  was  a 
corps  of  reserve  sisters,  although  ap 
pointments  to  it  were  tmfortunately 
not  under  the  control  of  the  war  of- 
§gm.    As  the  nursing  sisters  of  the 
juawTMi  numbered  only  93,  hasty  ap- 
poiatmsBta  wwe«  made,  and  some 
weaaea  who  were  entirely  without 
kmywledge  of  a  nurse's  duties  suc- 
ceeded tak  obtaining  am^ointments. 
Of  course  the  trained  nurses  who 
were  sent  to  the  Transvaal  worked 
nobly  and  well,  though  the  investiga- 
tion of  army  hospitals  has  shown  a 
most  distressing  insufScrency  in  their 
number. 

The  United  States  is  looked  to  as  a 
system   of  women 
In  many  respects,  be 

Oar  tana  eorps^  a  matter  at  quite 
recent  growth.  There  were,  oi  course, 

a  large  number  of  women  employed 
during  the  civil  war,  most  of  them  ap- 
pointed by  Miss  Dorothea  Lynde  Dix, 
who  waa  then  superintendent  of 
women  nurses,  but  their  services,  as 
well  as  the  work  of  the  helpers  who 
hoM  no  regular  positions,  came  to 
aa  end  at  the  close  of  the  war.  A 
it  ot  good  was  done  by 
IndiTidually,  but  there 
BO  taMAlng  eOeet  oa  tbe  army 
itaelL 

Id  1887  congress  authorised  the  en- 
listznent  of  men  in  what  is  named 
the  hospital  corps  for  the  purpose  of 
wrring  as  nurses  and  attendants  in 
trrny  hospitals  and  camps  and  on 
vhe  field  of  battle.  This  corps  is  com- 
posed of  privates,  who  are  the  prac- 
tical equivalents  of  undergraduate 
nurses  in  the  civil  hospi^ls  and  of 
stewards  and  acting  stewards,  who 
are  Tlitoally  giaduate  nurses.  At  the 
eattiaak  of  Ike  Spanish  war  there 
wore  TBS  mm  In  the  hospital  eorps.  a 
■anker  bar^  adequate  for  aa  army 
ef  ttJMt  men  in  time  of  peaee,  but, 
mi  saorse.  wholly  inadequate  in  time 
ef  war  for  an  army  10  times  that  size. 
Alttoagfa  eifort  was  made  to  supply 
tlie  deficiency  as  far  as  practicable  by 
transfers  of  men  from  the  regiments, 
there  arose  in  the  summer  of  1898  a 
great  need  for  trained  nurses  to  care 
for  the  vast  number  of  seriously  sick 
As  nursing  has  always  been 
tially  a  woman's  work  It  became 
to  send  great  numbers  of 
ear  army  eaiisa  and  iMMpi-

Millions  of  people  every  year  ob- 
serve the  anniversary  of  the  death 
and  resurrection  of  Christ  witb  forty 
days  of  fasting,  and  all  riiristians 
celebrate  His  resurrection  on  Master 
Sunday.  The  Lenten  si'as(,ii  this 
year  begins  next  Wednesday.  How- 
ever, a  knowledge  of  the  celebration 
of  Lent  is  not  universal  and  it  might 
be  interesting  to  many  people. 

The  ^ord  Lent  comes  from  the 
Anglo-Saaton  "Lenct,"  meaning 
spring.  '  Lent  is  a  fast  observed  in 
the  Roman,  Greek  and  Anglican 
cliurelics  and  was  originally  kept 
durintr  the  forty  hours  immediately 
preceding  Easter,  that  beinsr  the  num- 
ber of  hours  that  is  generally  be- 
lieved to  have  intervene*!  between 
the  death  and  the  resurrection  of 
Chri>t. 

Later,  other  *days  were  added, 
their  number  varying    in  different 

churches.  Cassian  (-420  B.  C.)  says 
none  exceeded  thirty-six  fasting 
days.  He  alliiins  that  the  observance 
of  Lent  is  not  piiniifive. 

An  Ancient  Institution. 

However,  it  is  certainlv  an  ancient 

institution,  although  the  N'ew  Tes- 
tament contains  no  icfticnee  to  it. 
The  earliest  allusions  to  a  fast  pre- 
paratory to  Easter  are  by  Ireuaeus 
and  TertulHan,  who  speak  of  such  a 
fast  as  then  csta])r!>lieil.  tliough  wiiii 
no  intinuition  of  its  begiiniing  much 
before  Good  Friday.  Iienaeus,  writ- 
ing to  Victor,  Bishop  of  Rome,  says: 
"Some  think  they  ought  to  fast  for 
one  day,  others  for  two  days,  and 
others  even  for  several,  while  others 
reckon  forty  hours  both  of  dsiy  and 
night  to  their  day. 

Gregory,  the  Great,  speaks  of  the 
fast  as  of  lit)  (]ays'  duration,  i.  c.,  six 
weeks  not  counting  in  the  six  Sun- 
days. It  is  not  known  hv  whom,  or 
when,  the  four  preceding  days  were 
added,  beginning  with  A.sh  Wednes- 
day. 

The  40  days'  period  'now  held  as 
commemorative  of  the  Lord's  40- 
days'  fast,  or  of  similar  perfunctory 
fasts  of  Moses  and  of  Elias,  com- 
mences with  Ash  Wednesday.  be- 
tween which  day  and  Kaster  Sunday 
(omitting  the  Suii<lays  uii  which  the 
fast  is  not  observed),  forty  clear 
days  intervene. 

Utitade  in  Oteervanee. 

In  the  first  three  or  four  centuries 
muidi  latitiule  was  allowed  in  the  ob- 
servance of  Lent;  Chrysostom  rec- 
ommends but  does  not  enforce  it,  in- 
sisting on  the  prior  godd  works  and 
alms  giving.  Distinction  of  foods 
was  n<d  made  in  primitive  times, 
when  the  greatest  ascetics  ate  meat 
in  Lent,  though  they  abstained  from 
eating  until  the  evening.  Soon  after- 
ward the  people  became  more  strict 
in  regard  to  the  fa.sting  and  would 
not  allow  the  use  of  meat  under  any 
circumstances.  This  rigor  continued 
for  several  years,  but  after  a  couple 
of  centuries  it  began  to  relax,  and 
now  even  the  .so-called  "white  meats" 
are  all«»we<l  to  be  eaten  of  sparingly. 
The  practise  now  is  to  allow  one  meal 
with  a  slight  refection  or  collation, 
but  this  is  not  stiict. 

Kept  By  Various  Churches. 

In  the  Greek  church,  the  ante-pas- 
chal fast  is  of  48  days;  but  it  is  only 
one  of  four  similar  fasting  periods 
observed  in  that  chufch.  In  the  An- 
glican church,  and  in  the  Protestant 
Kpis<'opal  church  in  the  United  St^it- 
e>.  Lent  is  retained  as  a  church  sea- 
son of  the  caleadar,  with  special  ser- 
vices, and  proper  collects  and  pray- 
ers, but  the  observance  of  the  fast 
hi  the  strict  sense  is  left  to  the  dis- 
creti(tn  (d'  each  individual. 

In  must  of  the  European  Protest- 
ant churches  the  Lenten  season  is 
observed,  especially  in  the  Lutheran 
church;  also  by  the  Lutherans  in  the 
Tnited  States;  hut  with  other  non 
prelatieal  churches  in  this  country, 
a  formal  observance  is  rare,  and  has 
been  till  recentty  almost  unknown.
